Chief difference between the two bills is that 
the Celler Democratic bill p rovides for tougher 
criminal p enalties if a Negro suffers death 
or bodily harm as a result of exercising his 
voting or other rights. Brownell p rop oses no 
changes in the p resent law on this p oint. 
The p resent law p rovides that there must be 
a p roved consp iracy of two or more p eop le to 
dep rive a Negro of his voting rights, and in 
various cases arising in Mississip p i which were 
taken before the Justice Dep artment, Brownell 
has ruled that it would be difficult for him to 
p rove a consp iracy. He has, therefore, refused 
to intervene. 
The Democratic Celler bill imp oses criminal 
p enalties if a Negro suffers bodily harm re­ 
gardless of whether there is a consp iracy. The 
Democrats’ bill also sp ells out civil rights, im­ 
p oses stiff criminal p enalties, and p rohibits 
segregation in interstated trannsp ortation. 
The comp romise bill as finally adop ted in 
subcommittee included the stiffer Democrat 
p enalities, but adop ted the Brownell p lan when 
it came to establishing a civil rights division 
in the Justice Dep artment. 
Note—If and when the revamp ed civil rights 
bill clears the Judiciary Committee, it must 
then clear the Rules Committee and finally the 
Senate, where a filibuster is certain. If the bill 
g ets stuck in the Rules Committee, Congress­ 
man Roosevelt has lined up 30 p rivate organiza- 
ttons to get toe necessary 318 signatures to 
p ry it loose.

W eather: Colder, Snow 


Long g o uts, it seems, are most of those won­ 
ders old-timers muse on when they mumble, 
“Now those were the good old days.’’ 
Their favorite top ic is the weather, of courae. 
Just dare mention what a bad day it is, and 
you won’t get away without hearing about the 
great winter of such and such. 
The galoshes may soon be on the other foot, 
however. For those good, cold, old days may 
return. At least, so a noted exp ert tells us. 
We’re in for some more of those furious, old- 
fashioned winters during the next 40 years i» e- 
dicU Dr. Hurd C. Willett, p rofessor of meteor­ 
ology at the Massachusetts Institute of Technd- 
ogy. 
In an article in the “Saturday Evening Poet’* 
he dismisses talk that the climate in the U. S. 
is rap idly changing. And he junks sp eculation 
that the “hurricane belt” has p ermanently mov­ 
ed from the West Indies to New England. 
Dr. Willett also has good news for the farmer. 
There’s no fear of another dust-bowl drou^t, 
be says. For according to his calculations more 
rainfall and cooler weather are due in the Mid­ 
dle W'est and the South during most of the re­ 
maining century. The Northwest will also con­ 
tinue to be cool and w'et — with a rise of water 
level of Great Salt Lake. 
By careful analysis Dr. Willett bases these 
p redictions on the assump tion “that we are en­ 
tering a new 40-year p eriod in which the sun­ 
sp ots will be in an inactive p hase.’’ 
It is the.se sunsp ots, he exp lains, that have a 
great deal to do with climatic changes on the 
earth. 
Records show that when their activity 
increases weather generally becomes hot and 
dry as it has been since 1910, Now we’re mov­ 
ing into a long cycle of fewer sunsp ots, says 
the M.I.T. weatherman. 
For those of us who were p lanning to sun­ 
bathe in New York during future winters, this 
comes as a shock. Yet we can’t deny that the 
news is wonderful if it means an end to dam­ 
aging hurricanes and droughts. 
We only hop e 
the p rofessor will be around long enough to 
enjoy his forecast or do some exp laining if it 
doesn’t come off.

Several readers have written re­ 
cently req uesting another iscusd- 
sion of the common an trouble­ 
some disorder known as chronic 
constip ation. 
One says she has had this trouble 
for years and has had to take lax­ 
atives regularly but lately has been 
suffering with p ain in the left skte 
of her abdomen. 
This is by no means an unusual 
exp erience since long continued 
use of laxatives is cp iite likely to 
irritate the bowel and result in an­ 
other, p erhap s even more common 
condition known as sp astic colon, 
or irritable bowel. This can e^ily 
cause such p ain as she describes. 
There is, however, a tnw con­ 
stip ation which should be differen­ 
tiated from sp astic colon because 
the management is not alike. 
In real constip ation, the waste 
material of the digestive tract is 
held too long and there is delay in 
emp tying the bowels. This results 
in a waste which is hard and dry. 
Neglect and imp rop er training 
during chUdhood is p erhap s the 
most imp ortant cause of chronic 
constip ation. During childhood a 
regular time of day should be set 
aside. 
An additional cause of difficulty 
is that many p eop le sup p ress na­ 
ture’s call. This tends to interfere 
with the normal rhythm of bowel 
emp tying. 
A p oorly chosen diet, of coup e, 
can and often does cause contip a- 
tion. Many of the foods which we 
eat are so highly refined that they 
do not contain the bulk necessary. 
This should be watched. 
Not infreq uently fresh fruits and 
vegetables make up an insufficient 
p art of the diet. These foods not 
only sup p ly a liuge p art of the bulk 
necessary but also aid in p roducing 
the wave-Mke movements of toe in­ 
testines (p eristalsis) which carry 


the contents down through the in­ 
testines. 
The abuse of laxative* or ca­ 
thartics i* a great source of trouble 
today. 
Too many p eop le haive the idea 
that If they clean themselves out 
once a week with a good strong 
p urge it will do them good. 
However, this up sets the normal 
regular, rhythm of bowel evacua­ 
tion and toe intestinal waves may 
not return to normal for several 
days. 
Treatmeitt of simp le constip ation 
is usually successful. Of course, if 
the trouble began in childhood or 
has lasted for a k>i« time, results 
are m<M*e difficult to obtain. 
The underlying cause, whether 
diet, neglect, abuse of laxatives, or 
lack of exercise — or all of them 
— has to be attacked. 
Establishing good bowel habits 
by having a bowel movement at a 
p articular time of day and yield­ 
ing to the desire when it comes 
are the best p reventative« of fu­ 
ture trouble. 
Exercise aids p eristalsis a n d 
strengthens the muscles of the ^ 
domen which aid in the exp ulsion 
of waste.

Politics also is loosening p urse 
strings. Item: It is rep orted that 
Texas oil $$$$ are btnng p aid a 
national columnist to p ublicize Re­ 
p ublican Dan Thornton, former Col­ 
orado governor. Oil and ranch 
money wants Thornton on the na­ 
tional ticket. At p resent, p utting 
money on Thornton is just about 
the same as betting on a Briti.sh 
heavyweight. 
Political intelligence in smother­ 
ing volume is p ouring into Wash­ 
ington. Examp le: Oregon Rep ubli­ 
cans are sp lit though only unit will 
give them a chance to take the 
scalp of Senator Wayne Morse.

Many factors will affect your 
corn yield this year favorably or 
otherwise. 
The significant point 
when you harvest your corn next 
fall will l)e the production cost 
per bushel. The higher the acre 
yield, the lower the cost of pro­ 
duction per bushel. Wisely planned 
soil treatments will help you har­ 
vest a larger yield per acre at a 
lower bushel cost. 
The Missouri Experiment Sta­ 
tion over a period of years found 
the cost of a 35 bushel per acre 
yieid to be 84 cents per bushel. 
With soil treatments the average 
yield was raised to 80 bushels 
per acre and the cost per bushel 
reduced to 58 cents. Corn demon­ 
strations in many counties where 
yields approached 100 bushels per 
acre have shown cost per bushel 
averages around 50 cents. 
Moisture conditions, 
according 
to a recent .survey in all areas 
o f Missouri by county agents, gen­ 
erally are better than most folks 
believe. Still they aren’t as good 
as preferred in most areas. How 
ever, adequate soil treatments for 
a good corn yield offer a better 
possibility than trying to out-guess 
the weather during the growing 
season. 
Soil moisture is more efficienUy 
used when adequate plant nutri­ 
ents are

Vita min C 
Needed Da ily 
By Ev ery o ne 


Three animal species — man. 
monkey, and the guinea pig—must 
get their vitamin C in their food. 
Most other animals manufacture 
the vitamin in their own bodies. 
Babies need k early. 
Helps children grow stronger. 
Teen-agers should have more. 
Mothers need it double. 
Everyone needs it every day. 
Oldsters need its help too. 
Vitamin C is necessary for tooth 
formation 
and 
for 
maintaining 
healthy gums, for healing wounds, 
for preventing infection, and for 
avoiding bruises. It lessens the 
danger of hemorrhages in preg­ 
nancy and childbirth and helps 
bones to grow. 
During and since World W'ar II 
much support has been gathered 
for the idea that vitamin C is im­ 
portant in the healing of wounds. 
The body seems to waste large 
amounts of vitamin C during and 
after an operation. A p<'rson needs 
large amounts of this vitamin 
when preparing for an operation 
and afterwards, until the wound 
heels. Vitamin C is helpful in re­ 
building both muscle and nerve 
tissue. It helps to keep our joints 
healthy so they do not ache. How­ 
ever, no extra benefits result from 
taking a large excess of the vita­ 
min. It canrwt be stored in the 
body. 
Vitamin C helps to change iron 
into a form more readUy absorba 
ble in the body. Iron is an essen­ 
tial part of all the red blood cells.

Cooked dressings, especially for 
fruit salad or cabbage a l» w, may 
be made with either grapefruit 
or orange juice. Many people add 
a little sugar to this dressing to 
“take the edge off” the vin^ar 
or lemon juice. With the milder 
citrus juices, sugar is not needed. 
For a citrus sadad—sections of 
orange and grapefruit with let­ 
tuce—use toe juice that drips off 
toe fruit in the French dressing. 
A little dtrua juice mixed Into 
many sandwkh spreads nd only 
improves the flavor but thins the 
mixture for easier spreading. Try 
a dash of orange juice in cheese 
spreads, ham or other minced 
meat spreads or in peanut butter. 
Give a lift to canned 
o r cooked 
dried fruit by stpieezing orange 
or grapefruit juice over the 
before serving.
